will not be diminished.” 

Superintendent Brittain however, 
thinks the question of diminishing the | 
illiterates is not a hopeless task. The 
figures recently issued by the federal 
bureau of education show that in Geor-e- 
gia the number of illiterate children 
per 1,000 in 1914 was as against 
108 in 1900.
